resign as primate of the Church of 
England in Canada He would 
tender his resignation at the next 
general conference in 1937, the aged 


primate declared 

The archbishop added he was 
“seriously considering vacating the 
Diocesan Archbishopric of Nova 
Scotia.” His reason, he stated, was 
that he was “over his three score 
years and ten.” 

The venerable church leader, who 


became Archbishop of Nova Scotia 


in 1915 and was made primate of 
Canada in 1931, announced that he 
had issued an invitation to hold 
the next general synod in Nova

According to the stories of the 
men, some of whom were taken 
directly by bus to Calgary, there | 
had been no reason to complain of 
the cooking but the action of Ter- 
ris arose when the cook refused to 
cut down rations. It is alleged by 
some of the men that there has 
been a consistent effort on the part 
of the forman to conomize on food- | 
stuffs within the past few months 
The cook had been in service at 
the camp since March of last year 

Many of the relief workers claim 
that the men were preparing to de- 
mand the removal of Terris and 
rumors of a possible walkout have 
been heard since Monday morning 

It is also claimed by the men that 
since the relief dispute in Drum- 


heller, camp leave has been cur- 
tailed while other men state that 
tents are in bad state of repair 


About forty men remain on the job 
today.

G. A, Diggins, of 14620 Stony Plain 
Road, has appealed to the contact 
committee of the Ex-Servicemen’s 


Association to help him in his battle 
to keep his home and family to- 
gether , 
While this case is hanging fire 
Diggins, his wife and four children 
are managing a bare exivtence on 
$3.50 a week received from an 18- 


year-old son who has found a job 

Diggin’s story is one of hardship 
dating back to the early days of the 
Great War. He served with the Ime 


perials and was discharged as medi- 
cally unfit with a heart condition 
For a number of years he received 


a 30 per cent war pension, amouting 
to about $12 a month, He lost this 
eight or nine years ago, however, 


when he failed to appear before the 
pensions appeal board to fight for 
its continuance 

Moving to the Spruce Grove 
municipality, Diggins resided there 
till approximately seven months ago 
when he moved just across the city 
limits Edmonton. He applied 
to the Spruce Grove municipality 
for relief, claims the officials 
stalled me off.”

Designed to stop fraudulent stock 
promotions, the bill would make it 
impossible to sell promotion stock 
except through a prospectus, ap- 
proved by the secretary of state 
Among other provisions, fines and 
imprisonment would be established 
for any house-to-house stock can- 
vasser or any organization that us- 
ed a telephone and sucker list t 
promote sales Penalties would 
range from $500 for a first offence 
to $1,000 and a year in jail for sub-
